Claims 12, 14-17, and 19-21 are rejected under 35 USC 101 for being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Independent claims 12 and 19 are cancelled. Claims 14-16 are 
amended to depend upon claim 20. Claim 17 depends upon claim 16, which depends 
upon claim 20, 

Independent daims 20 and 21 are amended to recite that the code words are decoded "to 
obtain a decoded signal." As suggested by the Examiner, the claims now refer to the 
actual tangible signal. Thus, the claims recite the practical application of decoding code 
to obtain a decoded signal.
